Our Graphic Design Certificate 
Program (GDC) is for working adults 
who seek to gain the skills and port- 
folio necessary to launch a graphic 
design career. A rigorous program 
with an excellent reputation in the 
design community, GDC focuses on 
developing strong skills for visual 
communication and real-world design 
problem solving that can be applied 
to a range of media including branding, 
publications, web, mobile, environmental 
graphics, etc. The program consists 
of 13 courses totaling 38 credits, and 
usually takes 3 years to complete. For 
admissions requirements please see 
MassArt.edu/ce. 


FASHION DESIGN CERTIFICATE 
The Fashion Design Certificate 
Program (FDC) is designed for those 
who wish to advance their skills or 
careers in the fashion industry. The 
certificate consists of ten courses 
including fundamentals and master 
classes. Classes are offered ona 
rotating schedule allowing students 
a flexible schedule to complete the 
FDC in two years or more. One or 
two foundation classes are offered 
each semester to prepare students 
for the program's master classes 
taught by experts in their field. 
Students will develop individual 
projects in computer-aided design, 
Haute Couture, Ready-to-Wear, 
Bespoke Tailoring, Textile Design 
and Product Development. 


INDUSTRIAL DESIGN CERTIFICATE 
The Industrial Design Certificate 
Program (IDC) is a streamlined 
program for students who hold a 
prior degree in another discipline 
and now wish to enter the industrial 
design profession. The program 
consists of 17 three-credit courses 
(51 credits). Several courses, primarily 
the competency electives, may be 
transferred into the program or 
waived upon review. Study is part-time 
and most courses meet during the 
day. Students with no portfolio 
should take Industrial Design Form, a 
course that may be transferred into 
the program if accepted. 


FURNITURE DESIGN CERTIFICATE 


A unique collaboration between Massachusetts College of Art and Design and North Bennet Street School. 


The Furniture Design Certificate Program is structured around the importance of design as an iterative process 
in the creation of studio furniture and the development of each student as an artist/designer and craftsperson. 
Students who pursue this certificate will have the ability to design and build unique studio furniture and limited 
production pieces, design and build prototype furniture and have a basic understanding of issues, materials 
and production of furniture that would constitute an introduction to working in the area of contract furniture. 


Faculty is comprised of accomplished woodworkers, designers and craftsmen who are also experienced educators. 
Faculty draw on their experience and expertise to guide students through projects of increasing complexity, 
helping students build skills in design and hand and machine woodworking. 


Eight core courses, complemented by two studio electives, are structured to build skills while developing each 
student's unique vision and artistic identity. Beginning with a foundation in design process and an overview 

of the history of furniture, students then engage in a series of studios where they are able to build projects 

of increasing sophistication and complexity. The program culminates in a significant project reflective of the 
student's capabilities at the time of graduation along with a Professional Practice seminar for students to more 
easily transition to the work place and understand design industry standards and practices.
